Librarian's  Report,  1913-14. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Free  Library 

Committee. 


In  submitting  for  your  consideration  and  approval  the 
19th  Annual  Report,  covering  the  work  of  the  Library  during 
the  year  ending  August  31st,  1914,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
the  popularity  of  the  library  amongst  the  reading  public  has 
been  well  maintained.  During  the  above  period  the  number  of 
books  circulated  has  been  32,026,  being  a  decrease  of  572  on  the 
previous  year's  working,  when  it  reached  32,598. 

During  the  year  1913-14  there  were  797  borrowers  as 
against  778  in  the  year  1912-13,  and  719  in  1911-12,  being  a  steady 
increase  yearly. 

Stock. 

The  addition  to  the  library  of  new  books,  numbering 
79  volumes,  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

Wear  and  Tear  of  Books. 

Eight  volumes  having  been  worn  out,  were  replaced  and 
17  re-bound  or  re- cased. 


Lending  Department. 


This  department  was  closed  on  August  8th  for  stock- 
taking, and  re-opened  on  August  31st.  Five  books  have  been  lost 
during  the  year,  the  cost  of  three  of  which  has  been  recovered. 

Total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Lending  Department  is 
3,376  ;  comprising  Fiction  1,762,  other  subjects  1,614. 

Issues. 

32,026  volumes  were  issued  during  the  year  to  797  bor- 
rowers, the  library  having  been  open  for  286  days,  showing  a 
daily  average  of  112  books  issued. 

Borrowers'  Cards. 

During  the  year  new  cards  have  been  issued  to  28  rate- 
payers, as  against  46  last  year  ;  and  to  137  non-ratepayers,  as 
against  150  in  the  previous  year ;  making  a  total  of  165  new  bor- 
rowers, as  against  196  the  preceeding  year.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  for  1907-8. 

In  submitting  the  13th  annual  report  of  the 
Library,  I  am  again  able  to  report  continued  suc- 
cess. From  the  statistics  given  in  the  following  pages 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  year's  work  in  the  Lending  De- 
partment has  been  one  of  gratifying  progress,  the 
most  notable  feature  being  the  large  increase  in  the

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  for  1908-9. 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  considera- 
tion the  14th  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the 
Library  for  the  year  ending  August  31st,  1909.  It  is 
gratifying  to  state  that  we  are  still  making  progress. 
The  Tables  of  Statistics  given  in  the  pages  following 
will  show  that  our  increase  in  the  circulation  from 
the  Lending  Department  is  not  so  marked  as  the  three 
preceding  years  have  shown,  there  having  only  been 
970  increase  ;  but  seeing  that  the  past  three  years  have 
shown  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  6,597,  it  can 
hardly  be  expected  that  we  shall  continue  to  increase 
at  that  rapid  rate,  the  four  years  now  closed  show- 
ing an  increase  of  7,467,  the  granc^  total  reached 
for  the  year  being  29,917  volumes.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  for  1909-10. 

In  submitting  for  your  consideration  the  15th 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Library  for  the 
year  ending  August  31st,  1910,  I  am  not  able  to 
report  the  same  progress  as  in  previous  years  during 
my  Librarianship.  You  will  see  by  the  figures  in  the 
following  table  that  the  circulation  in  1908-9  was 
29,917  volumes,  in  1909-10  the  circulation  has  dropped 
to  28,763.  In  1908-9  the  Lending  Department  was 
open  293  days,  with  an  average  of  103  books  per  day  ; 
in  1909-10  the  same  department  was  open  286  days, 
with  an  average  of  101  per  day.  Seeing  the  lending 
department  was  open  seven  days  less  in  1909-10  than 
in  1908-9,  the  daily  average  of  101  for  seven  days 
would  be  707,  showing  a  decrease  in  the  circulation 
of  447  only,  instead  as  would  appear  at  first  sight  of 
1,154. 

One  reason  for  a  smaller  circulation  is  that  such 
a  limited  amount  could  be  spent  on  new  books.  I  am 
also  reducing  as  much  as  possible  the  number  of  worn- 
out  books  for  replacemant  and  rebinding  ;  so  that  I 
may  have  a  larger  number  of  new  books  to  place 
before  the  reading  public.  Nothing  hampers  the 
work  of  progress  more  than  the  lack  of  new 
material,  as  it  considerably  reduces  the  interest. 

I  had  hoped  the  new  catalogue  would  have  been 
in  the  hands  of  the  public  long  before  this  and  would 
have  created  an  interest  in  books  other  than  those 
I  have  been  able  to  place  before  them. 

During  1909-10  we  had  only  726  borrowers  for 
the  year,  as  against  752  in  1908-9. 


STOCK. 


During  the  year  29  volumes  have  been  added  to 
this  department ;  by  purchase  23,  including  Baring 
Gould's  "  Oornish  Characters  and  Strange  Events," 
"  Norman  Architecture  in  Cornwall  "  "  Pre-historic 
Rhodesia,1' "George  Grenfell  and  the  Congo."  and 
Crawford's  "Soprano,  Primadonna,"  and  "Diva's 
Ruby  ;  "  by  presentation,  6  volumes. 


WEAR  AND  TEAR  OF  BOOKS. 

Nineteen  volumes  have  been  worn  out  and 
replaced.  Nineteen  volumes  have  been  re-bound  or 
re-cased. 

STOCKTAKING. 

This  department  was  closed  from  August  13th 
for  stocktaking,  etc.,  and  re-opened  Sept.  5th. 

I  had  to  report  last  year  one  family  leaving  the 
town  and  taking  with  them  two  books.  After 
strenuous  efforts  to  trace  them  having  failed,  I  bad 
to  report  the  loss  of  these  two  books. 

I  continued  my  efforts  to  find  the  whereabouts 
of  these  people  and  traced  them  to  several  towns, 
getting  in  touch  with  them  after  many  weeks  of 
searching,  demanding  from  them,  and  getting  the 
books  returned  on  December  12th,  1909,  in  a  good 
state  of  preservation.  Therefore,  I  now  report  these 
books  back  in  the  Library  again,  not  lost  as  previously 
stated. 

Total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Lending  depart- 
ment, 2,984.  Total  number  of  Fiction,  1454;  non- 
fiction,  1530. 

ISSUES. 

28,763  volumes  have  been  issued  to  726  borrowers 
from  this  department,  and  being  open  286  days,  gives 
a  daily  average  of  101. 


BORROWERS  CARDS. 


During  the  year  new  cards  have  been  issued  to  28 
ratepayers,  as  against  38  last  year ;  to  non-rate- 
payers 153,  as  against  128  the  previous  year ;  making 
a  total  of  181  new  borrowers,  as  against  166  the 
preceding  year.

44  A  Century  of  Population  Growth  in  the  United 
States,  1790-1900,"  Business  Directory  of  Cornwall, 
(Bennetts),  English  Directory  and  Gazetteer  (Mac- 
donalds),  Public  General  Acts,  1909.  By  purchase, 
Kelly's  Directory  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  for  1910, 
and  One  Hundred  Gems  of  English  Scenery. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  Pro- 
fessor Penberthy  for  the  presentation  to  the  Library, 
through  our  well-known  fellow-townsman,  Mr.  Thurs- 
tan  O.  Peter,  of  a  valuable  and  interesting  series  of 
Parish  and  other  papers  relating  to  Redruth  and 
neighbourhood,  aad  dating  from  1740  to  1829.  These 
papers,  bound  together  in  a  costly  manner,  at  the 
expense  also  of  Professor  Penberthy,  have  been 
placed  in  the  Reference  Department. 

The  work  of  beautifying  the  interior  of  the 
Library  has  been  carried  out  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner  by  a  sub-committee  to  superintend  and  direct 
operations.  The  colour  chosen  for  the  walls  gives 
a  neat  and  pleasant  appearance.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  for  1910-11 

To  the  Chairman   and  Members  of  the  Free 

Library  Committee. 

I  beg  to  submit  the  16th  Anual  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Library  for  the  year  ending  August  31st 
1911. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  popularity  of  the 
Library  amongst  the  reading  pubic  has  been  well 
maintained. 

The  circulation  of  books  this  year  has  been 
greater  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  founding 
of  the  Institution.  The  Grand  total  now  reached 
being  30,161,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  1,398,  in 
spite  of  the  Lending  department  being  open  for  three 
days  less  while  the  interior  of  the  book  room  was 
being  decorated. 

The  new  catalogue  has  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer,  and  before  long  will  be  available  to  the 
public 

It  is  expected  that  when  this  is  issued  there  will  be 
a  considerable  increase  iu  the  circulatiom  of  Books 
other  than  Fiction.  These  books  being  classified  in 
their  respective  Sections  of  Theology,  Biography, 
Travel,  History,  Science,  Poetry,  and  General. 

During  the  year  1910-11  there  were  747  borrowers 
as  against  726  in  1909-10. 

STOCK. 

During  the  year  89  volumes  were  added  as 
against  29  last  year.

I  beg  to  submit  the  17th  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of 
the  Library  for  the  year  ending  August  31st,  1912. 

Both  the  Lending  Department  and  the  Reading  Room 
still  maintain  their  popularity,  though  there  has  been  a  slight 
decrease  in  the  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year,  the 
total  being  29,530  compared  with  30,161  in  the  previous  year; 
this  was  caused  by  the  preparation  of  the  new  Catalogue,  all 
books  pother  than  fiction)  having  to  be  classified  and  re- 
numbered before  being  catalogued  ;  while  this  was  being  done 
the  books  had  to  be  retained  in  the  Library  and  were  therefore 
not  available  to  the  public. 

The  new  Catalogues  are  now  on  sale,  price  threepence, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  increase  the  circulation  of  books 
other  than  fiction  and  will  tend  to  the  general  usefulness  of  the 
Library.

During  the  year  new  cards  have  been  issued  to  33  rate- 
payers as  against  34  last  year;  and  to  non-ratepayers  138  as 
against  131  in  the  previous  year;  making  a  total  of  171  new 
borrowers,  as  against  181  the  preceding  year.

REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the 
year  ended  August  31st  1913,  during  which  period 
the  number  of  books  issued  has  risen  from  29.53010 
to  32,598.  This  is  the  highest  number  issued  in  one 
year  since  the  formation  of  the  Library. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of 
books  issued  other  than  fiction,  due  to  the  wider  cir- 
culation of  the  catalogue. 

During  the  year  1912-13  there  were  778  borrowers 
as  against  719  in  1911-12. 

Stock. 

The  addition  to  the  Library  of  118  new  volumes 
has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

Wear  and  Tear  of  Books. 

Nine  volumes  having  been  worn  out,  were  replaced 


Lending  Department. 

This  department  was  closed  on  August  9th  for 
Stocktaking,  and  re  opened  on  September  1st.  Four 
books  have  been  lost  during  the  year,  the  cost  of  three 
of  which  has  been  recovered. 

Total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment is  3,297 ;  comprising  Fiction  1,694,  other  subjects 
1,603. 

Issues. 

32,598  volumes  were  issued  during  the  year  to  778 
borrowers,  the  Library  having  been  open  for  264  days 
(two  early  closing  days  counting  as  one),  showing  a 
daily  average  of  123  books  issued. 

Borrowers'  Cards. 

During  the  year  new  cards  have  been  issued  to 
46  ratepayers,  as  against  33  last  year  ;  and  to  150  non- 
ratepayers,  as  against  138  in  the  previous  year  ;  making 
a  total  of  196  new  borrowers,  as  against  171  the  pre- 
ceeding  year. 

Overdue  Books. 

143  overdue  books  that  had  been  out  more  than 
six  weeks  were  written  for,  as  against  137  in  the  pre- 
vious year.
